FILBERTS. 


This nursery was the first to introduce the fine 
European varieties of this nut on the Pacific Coast, 
Felix Gillet, its founder listed them in his first cata- 
logue early in the seventies. During these past fifty 
years many varieties have been tried out on these 
grounds and new introductions of the U. S. Dept. of 
Agriculture have been tested here. Of all the different 
varieties tested the Barcelona has proved to be the 
best all round filbert for both commercial orchards and 
home plantings. This nut was named by the late Fe’ix 
Gillet being renamed from one of the European varie- 
ties. It requires cross-pollenation for maximum yield. 
DuChilly, Daviana and the Avelines will pollenate the 
Barcelona. 

Oregon and parts of Washington have fine filbert 
opportunities while Humboldt, Mendocino and Santa 
Cruz Counties in California seem to have ideal condi- 
tions flor them. Reports from all parts of California 
show success where conditions are favorable. 

Early failures in California with this nut were all 
due to lack of cross-pollenation. 

Filberts of the proper varieties ought to be planted 
everywhere that the native hazel grows and in many 
other locations where there is plenty of moisture. 
They do well under many conditions of soil and ex- 
posure. The soil requirements are not exacting but 
they do best on soil with a fair lime content. 

Seeds or seedling trees should not be planted as they 
are slow in coming to bearing and the nuts are invar- 
iably smaller than the parent. 

Only plants from layers of approved varieties are 
worth planting. They come to heavy bearing early 
and unlike grafted trees will always come true from 
the root. 

They may be grown as bushes (if the center is kept 
open) or trained as trees. If the iatter way set on a 
slight mound, not too deep, so that the crown wi'l be 
above the level of the surrounding ground. This ob- 
viates to a large extent the suckers and facilitates 
their removal, Do not allow suckers to grow. 

Filberts as a commercial crop present many advan- 
tages:— 

ist There is no glutted market for this nut, es- 

pecially the fine varieties. 

2nd. Low cost of maintenance and harvest. All 

nuts fall to the ground and can be gathered 
by inexperienced labor. 

38rd. They are practically free from pests, reot ro* 

blight, sour sap and a host of other trouble- 
that beset fruit trees. 

4th. They bear early, regularly and come to ma- 

turity in a few years.

WE LIST ONLY THE BEST VARIETIBS 


They may be planted 25x25 feet in rich ground and 
down to 18x18 according to soil. They bear well in 
hedge rows but should not be less than ten or twelve 
feet in the row. 

The best time to plant is during December and Jan- 
uary and may be set as late as April. 

Cross-pollenation. Unfortunately the Agricultural 
College Experiment Stations on this Coast have not 
been able to do more work in this connection, The 
best information today on this point seems to call for 
5 or 10% of Daviana with a like amount of DuChilly 
to pollenize Barcelona and each other. The addition 
of Red Aveline in small proporations is also adviseable.

The European and American varieties of chestnut 
do well wherever the soil is deep and the climate not 
too hot. It will do we!l in the foot hills and mount- 
ains of Sierra Nevada range up to 38000 feet and pro- 
bably higher as it is a regular mountain tree. On the 
Pacific coast it is very hardy and is never injured by 
late spring frost at this altitude (2600 ft.) Blooms in 
June and matures its nuts during October. No pests 
affect it on this coast and it requires no spraying and 
but little pruning. 

Large profits are in store for the planter of chest- 
nut trees as the market is seldom satisfied. There are 
300,¢00! Italian on this coast and 3,000,000 in the 
United States. They all like chestnuts as well as they 
do wine. -
